OTTAWA (CUP)- 

The Public Affairs program 
W5 has erroneously reported 
that Canadians are being 
crowded out of important 
university courses by foreign 
students, according to govern- 
ment officials and education 
experts. 

W5, in a report entitled The 
Campus Giveaway, claimed 
that international students are 
forcing thousands of Cana- 
dians out of such programmes 
as engineering and medicine, 
and are costing Canadians' 
millions of dollars. 

William Wthegard, Chair- 
person of the Ontario Council 
on University Affairs (OCUA), 
which advises the province on 
university matters, said it is 
"nonsense" to claim foreign 
students have first chance at 
the best courses. 

Morna Baliantyne, Executive 
Secretary of the National Union 
of Students (NUS), says foreign 
students account for only 5.3 
per cent of the total university 
population of Canada and-that 
many universities have restric- 
tions on the'number of foreign 
students in certain pro- 
grammes. 

Carolyn Barrett, an Ontario 
University Affairs Officer in the 
Ministry of Colleges and Uni- 
versities, said foreign students 
account for about 5 per cent of 
Ontario’s university population 
and that there are virtually no 
foreign students enrolled in 
medicine except those spon- 
sored by Canadian inter- 
national development agen- 
cies. She said the Ministry was 
concerned about the impres- 
sion left by the W5 programme. 

"The programme seemed to 
be biased about the number of 
foreign students in the coun- 
try," she said. 

“People tend to confuse 
landed immigrants and even 



Canadian-born students just 
because they don’t have an 
anglophone face". 

The W5 programme stated 
that most foreign students 
come to Canada from South- 
east Asia. 

Wilma Fraser, a W5. re- 
searcher who worked on the 
report, said CTV had received 
about 100 calls about the 
programme, and that there 
might be a follow up pro- 
gramme taking another look at 
foreign students and the 
education system In general. 
Baliantyne said NUS was 
flooded with calls from con- 
cerned students and student 
unions. 

Students start 
to protest Bill

Quebec university and 
CEGEP student association 
leaders began circulating a 
petition to oppose Bill 101, 
section 39 yesterday. 

The petition, addressed to 
minister of cultural develop- 
ment Camille Laurin, demands 
that professionals graduating 
in Quebec after 1980 have 
access to temporary work 
permits. 

Section 39 states that 
Quebec-trained professionals 
will be prohibited from working 
in Quebec unless they have 
passed a French proficiency 
test, as of January 1, 1981. 

Currently temporary work 
permits are available for a 
maximum of three years to 
Quebec professionals who 
show an effort to learn French. 

The spokesperson for stu- 
dent. leaders and McGill’s 
vp external Benoit Laurin hopes

from nine of the 12 universities 
in Quebec. 

"RAEU is a completely 
seperate association from 
ANEQ (a provincial student 
group that includes CEGEPs as 
well as universities). It has a 
constitution and rules of order. 
ANEQ has Internal problems in 
that it doesn’t represent 
students at large. We have to 
make a choice: either we go for 
ANEQ or we go for RAEU and 
make our own business". 

Laurin said McGill needed 
national representation. 

"McGill has never been in- 
volved in student affairs in the 
past. It is time for us to get 
involved In external affairs". 

The $8,000 fees, which repre- 
sents two per cent of the 
student fees collected at McGill 
is necessary to build RAEU into 
a viable organization, he said. 

“All members are being 
charged two per cent of their 
budgets," said Laurin and 
because McGill has one of the 
biggest Students’ Societies it is 
paying for 35 per cent of 
RAEU’s total budget. But we 
need the money to build a 
strong organization". 

During the meeting a petition 
signed by 175 students was 
introduced by Peter Orr calling 
for an open meeting to discuss 
the fee question. Council 
agreed to schedule an open 
forum before the next meeting.

"I think you have to stick 
your nose right in their faces 
and sell yourself," said one 
onlooker.

The secret behind the appeal 
of Richard Benners’ 1977 hit 
Outrageous! is that it combines 
the charm and, yes, innocence 
of an old Hollywood tearjerker 
with a sophisticated and 
thoroughly modern persepetive 
of the present day. In skeletal 
form, the story is traditional 
and basic: a confused young 
girl seeks shelter from the 
tragedies of the big bad world 
In the companionship of a 
compassionate and talented 
but, alas, unrecognized enter- 
tainer. She finds happiness, he ' 
Is finally recognized, and as the 
final credits roll over the 
happycouple, we sit back, 
assured that truth and justice 
do indeed prevail in the world. 

It Is In the way the characters 
flesh out the story that 
Outrageous! becomes unique. 
Hollis McLaren plays Liza, the 
confused young mental 
patient. She opens the film by 
running away from a psychia- 
tric hospital. Clutching her 
notebook, full of dreams and 
Imagist poetry, she seeks 
refuge with her friend Robin 
(Craig Russell), a hairdresser 
and small time drag queen. Not 
surprisingly, Robin’s problems 
of ’’making it" go beyond those 
of an average straight 
performer. 

Benner uses the film as a 
vehicle for a celebration of 
uniqueness: Robin tells Liza 
"You’ll never be normal, but 
you’re special and you can have 
a hell of a good time... You 
haveahealty sense of 



widespread recognition. No 
longer is he forced to play at 
little grottoes off Off-Broadway 
(just last week in fact he played 
to an enthusiastic crowd at 
Place des Arts.)

The International Ballet of 
Caracas performed at Place des 
Arts from Sept. 27-30 as part of 
their premiere Canadian tour. 

' Founded in 1975, this very 
young Venezuelan company 
features prima ballerina 
Zhandra Rodriguez and 24 
classically trained dancers who 
combine contemporary South 
American and classical works 
in their repertory. Zhandra 
Rodriguez has, during the span 
of her career, danced with the 
Ballet de Caracas, the Stuttgart 
Ballet, where she still 
frequently appears in starring 
roles, and the American Ballet 
Theatre. Her talent has earned 
her international renown. 

The performance opened 
with a number entitled 
“Nuestros Vaises", a series of 
‘pas de deux’ to piano 
choreographed by Vincente 
Nebrada. Though the various 
segments were repltitious, the 
piece was pleasant. It called for 
dozens of spiraling 
movements, women in their 
partners’ arms, over their heads 
or at their feet being dragged 
across the stage. The piece had 
an impressive finale. 

"Percussion for Six Men" 
again choreographed by . 



Nebrada, began with an 
imposing drum roll. The music 
for this piece Included solos for 
bongos, castenets, 
xylophones, tamborines, 
cymbals and marimbas, each 
interpreted stylistically. This 
high energy number may have 
relied too much on acrobatics, 
pirouettes and arabesques, but 
it did provide a showcase for 
the talent and energy of the 
dancers. 

The final piece 
"Rodin-mis-en-vie" was the 
highlight of the evening. It was 
an interpretation of eleven of 
Rodin's sculptures including 
"The Kiss", "The Burghers of 
Calais" and "The Gate of'Hell’’. 
The latter, danced by the whole 
company to a background of 
fire and flames, was extremely 
moving. The problem with 
“Rodin-mis-en-vie" was that 
the choreographer, Margo 
Sappington, used a very literal, 
rather than an 
emotional-intellectual, 
interpretation of the sculpture. 

There will be an extra show 
of the International Ballet of 
Caracas in Montreal on Sat. 
Oct. 6 at 8:30 pm (group tickets 
are available— for more 
information call 935-0678).

Audio-Visual 





Composers have always 
reflected their surroundings, 
their feelings and their moods 
in music. In this respect, 

Marian S. Kouzan is not 
different. His music is intense 
and personal, linked very 
closely with his 
eastern-European roots. 

Kouzan presented his 
compositions to a small but 
appreciative audience last 
Friday evening at Redpath Hall. 
The concert consisted of a tape 
of his compositions as 
performed at the Strasbourg 
Music Festival in June of this 
year, Interspersed with the 
questions and answers of an 
ongoing interview where the 
composer presented his views 
on music and life in general. 
The concert ended with the 
performance of one of Kouzan’s 
recent compositions 
"Constructor" performed by 
Prof. Luba Zuk of the Faculty of 
Music. 

Kouzgp has no specific 
approach to composition. He 
states simply that the 
composer must "Have open 
eyes and ears, to see and hear". 
To “see and hear" means to 
experience and explore the 
sights and sounds of the 
environment. Kouzan’s 
experiments with the "texture" 
of sound produced by the 



combination of different 
instruments have been 
complemented by his use ol 
other audio-visual media. Si 
experimentation has led to 1 
composition of works such . 
"Quest" for four voices and 
four-handed piano and “Mel 
for five voices, six brass, 
percussion, tape-recorder a 
two comedians. 

Friday’s concert also 
included a film entitled She' 
In Wood to which, Kouzan 
scored the music. The film t 
a documentary vignette of N 
York artist Jacques 
Hnizdovsky's Incredible but 
rams. Mr. Kouzan was so ta 
with Hnizdovsk’s work, that 
has recently composed 
Constructor based on an 
intricate, web-like enclosun 
around himself from which 
is unable to escape. Kouzai 
composition itself is a 
structure of four movement' 
with three short interludes f 
piano improvisation. The m 
was at times passive, yet m 
often defiant and angry, anr 
more in keeping with Kouzo 
“barbare" roots. The torture 
music ended in a rather 
disappointing dénouement- 
almost whimpering resolve 
man trapped within the pris 
of his own production. 

For all his rather 
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avante-garde activities though, 
Marian Kouzan has remained 
surprisingly close to his 
musical past. He remains 
actively interested in eastern 
European popular music and 
lists Moussorgsky, Stravinsky 
and Bartok as his greatest 
musical influences. 

The concert also included an 
exhibition of Hnizdovsky’s art. 
Kouzan explains that his music 
complements the line and form 
of Hnizdovsky’s prints. 
Hnlzdovsky is best known for 
his wood-cuts executed in a 
traditional Ukrainian format, 
his "beloved" 

black : and-whites. Kouzan’s 
music can be wondrously 
harmonious with Hnizdovsky’s 
black and whites. 

Hnizdovsky’s involvement 
with the woodcut goes back to 
his days as a student of art in 
Warsaw and Zagreb. There he 
developed an interest In 
Albrecht Durer and a taste for 
oriental art— especially 
Japanese woodcuts. 

Each man’s stylistic" 
approach to traditional themes 
enhances the other’s. Kouzan’s 
works involve the use of the 
choirand other traditional 
modes of musical expression 
while Hnizdovsky creates 
traditional black and white 
prints.

Doudou Bolcel is the man 
who has taken it upon himself 
to supply Montreal with Big 
Name jazz and blues. In a town 
known for the quick but painful 
death of its jazz blues venues, 
his Rising Sun Club has stayed 
afloat and even prospered to 
the point that Doudou has been 
able to branch out. We talked to 
him in his newly renovated 
third floor, "Restaurant 
Caiman." 

Weekly: How would you 
introduce the club to those who 
don’t know it? 

Doudou: I think the club is the 
musicians. We bring top jazz 
and blues musicians to the 
Rising Sun, to Montreal. This 
club is one of the best in North 
America because it is the only 
club in all North America to 
bring big names every week. 
This schedule we have Art 
Blakely, Phil Woods, Albert 
King. Everybody comes 
here— the musicians bring the 
people. 

Weekly: These people are 
your friends, aren’t they? 
Doudou: They become my 
friends. Before I started I didn’t 
know anybody. 

Weekly: Were you a Jazz and 
Blues fan before you started 
the club? 

Doudou: No, not especially, 
because I come from French 
Guiana, where mostly we listen 
to Cuban, Latin music. 

Weekly: I notice there’s a bit of 
salsa on this schedule. 
Doudou: I try to bring Cuban, 
really Cuban musjc. I have one, 
José Fajardo, and I have a 
contact in Cuba. For modern 
Jazz today Cuba is the host. 



They even made a film™about 
it, called Habana Jam. 

I was in Cuba and the people 
that really mean something to 
the Cubans are Dexter Gordon 
and Pastorius, Weather Report. 
But the Cubans mean more. It’s 
incredible. So many musicians! 
such good musicians! and I’m 
very interested in bringing them 
here. 

Weekly: Do you think Montreal 
will accept them or will they 
reject something new? 

Doudou: I think it will work. I 
have heard from the musicians 
that Montreal has the best 
character. As far as the club is 
concerned, this Is one of the 
best clubs. It’s a family 
business here, it’s a family 
affair. The musicians are near 
the people here, and they can 
touch the people. They ask 
themselves to come here. The 
rapport between musicians and 
audience is the finest. 

(At this point Phil Woods 
began to tune up, so our 
conversation was backed by 
saxophone lines.) 

Weekly: This summer you had 
your second Festijazz at Place 
Des Arts. Was it successful? 
Doudou: It was extremely 
successful. Americans came 
up here to see the show. They 
said "Doudou, we’ve never seen 
a festival so well organized, 
everything’s under control." I 
was surprised that every 
newspaper in the city sold it for 
me. 

Weekly: Why has your club 
succeeded where it has been so 
hard for similar places, like IN 
Concert and the Esquire? 
Weekly: How’s that? 

Doudou: Well you saw when 
you came in here I was 
working. Everyone here works 
hard. From bed to work to bed. 
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We get up in the morning and 
work all day. It’s the only way 
to do it if you start to care. 
Weekly: I noticed as I came in 
you are producing the Count 
Basie show across the street. 

Have you got any other major 
shows planned? 

Doudou: Oh, yes. Oscar 
Peterson will come to Place 
Des Arts, and I’ve also got Ella 
Fitzgerald. 

Weekly: And at the Club? 

Doudou: Maybe Marylou 
Williams, Etta James, Big 
Mama Thornton will be back in 
December. 

Weekly: Is there anyone you’ve 
wanted to get but couldn't? 
Doudou: Gerry Mulligan. I 
talked to his wife yesterday. 

For the last two years I’ve been 
trying to get him. I could have 
him but I didn’t take the chance 
and I missed him. Also Albert 
King, I really wanted to have 
him but now he's coming. 

Weekly: You must be very 
excited about thé opening of 
the Restaurant. 

Doudou: Oh, Yeah. We serve 
French West Indian and South 
American foods. It’s open 
before the show at five or six 
o’clock, maybe until four. The 
musicians want to have a place 
to relax between the sets; 
sometimes when the show 
ends people don't want to go 
home, they want to eat. You 
know, Montreal is a big city but 
there’s not so much happening. 
Midnight all the restaurants 
besides Ben's and Chinese 
Food close. 

Weekly: It would be a good 
place for the musicians to meet 
the audience, too. 

Doudou : The musicians want 
to meet people. They really are 
friendly. 

Weekly: How much of your 
clientele are students? 

Doudou: From now to May, it’s 
not mostly students but quite a 
few. You have basically profes- 
sional people here. Teachers, 
businessmen. You’d be 
surprised... several bank 
managers. You know it’s easy 
to understand. When those 
people finish work they just 
want a place to relax. They 
don’t want to go to a disco. 
Weekly: Yay! In that light, do 
you think jazz and blues are 
growing? 

Doudou: Look (motioning to 
his place with a large smile) 
before Festijazz, Place Des Arts 
was closed in the summer; 
most of the theatres closed. 

This summer there was so 
much happening in the city and 
next summer is already 
booked. Festijazz started it. We 
proved people were ready to go 
see shows in the summer. 
Everybody was knocked down ; 
they didn't expect that to work. 
This year for the Festijazz we 
had capacity three nights; we 
had fifty chairs on the stage for 
Oscar Peterson. Even he was 
surprised.

Montreal offers an alter- 
native to the high-priced, 
glossy, meat-market bars with 
its numerous pubs. For the 
price of a brew, you and your 
'friends can congregate, sing, 
dance, resolve world problems, 
and be provided with some 
surprisingly good live en- 
tertainment. Cover charges are 
uncommon in Montreal pubs, 
and the average price of 
drinks is relatively low; beer is 
usually $1.50 and mixed drinks 
range from $2.50 to $3.00. 

First stop on our pub crawl 
is the Irish Lancer, located in 
the Lasalle Hotel at 1240 
Drummond Street.

On October 30, Montreal will 
be treated to a performance by 
America’s leading New Wave 
band, the Cars. Hot on the 
heels of their second smash 
seller, Candy-O, the latest of 
the Boston based supergroups 
have expertly fused the modes 
of rock and pop in the short 
time they’ve been recording. 

The Cars’ first album was 
released last summer in the 
midst of the record industry’s 
peak period. The album 
spawned such late seventies 
rock anthems as "My Best 
Friend's Girl" and “Just What I 
Needed." 

There are no surprises on 
Candy-O. Once again we're 
presented with the ohoppy rock 
rhythm, syndrum syncopation, 
and synthesizer 
embellishments that have set 
the tone for both Cars albums. 
Side one starts with the group’s 
first Canadian single “Let's 
Go," a song about the typical 
female adolescent tease.

tertainments scene, are one of 
’he most versatile and 
talented duos you're likely to 
come across in Montreal. They 
have been together for 
eighteen months, compiling an 
extensive array of material to 
suit every musical taste in- 
cluding excellent 
arrangements of 50s, Beatles, 
contemporary pop, and 
traditional folk tunes. Before 
coming to the Cock 'n Bull in 
January of 1979, they per- 
formed at the Rainbow, and 
Irish Lancer, and they’ve also 
done commercials and work 
for the National Film Board. 

Bowser and Blue have 
overcome the disadvantage in 
performing as a duo, and have 
devloped a full, tight sound, 
projecting a musical energy 
that is usually reserved for 
larger bands. Their vocals are 
flawless, their harmonies 
delightful. Blue provides 
rhythm guitar, harmonica, and 
vocals, while Bowser shares 
vocal duties and miraculously 
pulls off lead, rhythm and 
bass guitar from the same 
Fender Esquire, seemingly all 
at once. 



The Cars-Candy-0 [Elektra] 
Bassist Benjamin Orr 
serenades a far away lady in 
"It's All I Can Do", the only pure 
pop cut on Candy-O. Two 
social misfits looking for love 
are the theme of Rlc Ocasek's 
"Lust For Kicks". ("He’s got his . 
plastic sneakers, she's got her 
robuck purse".) It seems these 
two are dressed appropriately 
for today’s fast rising 
anti-disco movement. 

The quick success of the 
Cars is due to their median 
standpoint on two major forces 
of contemporary music. They 
are "New Wave enough” to be 
distinguished from such 
clichéd hard rockers as Aero- 
smith, Foreigner, etc., but on 
the other hand, they utilize 
heavy riffs that can appeal to 
conservative North Americans 
who have not yet made the 
transition to pure New Wave. 
This unique band will appear in 
town later this month in what 
should be a preview to the 
music of the eighties. 



The'duo has played in a 
number of rock bands since 
the early 70s, most notably, 
"Wizard" and "Mantis". 
Currently on sabbatical to 
prepare original material for 
performance and for recor- 
ding, Bowser and Blue will 
return to the Cock ’n Bull on 
November 1st. 

Stumbling upon the Old 
Dublin at 1219A University is 
comparable to being suddenly 
transported 3,000 miles to an 
authentic British pub.
